Ludlow won that bird eras. 
It was not 
much of a case, bo far a* concerned the value 
in controversy, but it was a very pretty ques­ 
tion of evidence, and there has been a great 
deal of talk about It. 
Ludlow is the genera) 
western agent of the Chesapeake aud Ohio 
railroad. 
A year aud a half ago he got him 
a mocking bird, especially to Imitate locomo­ 
tive whistles. 
He fostered and nourished that 
bird, and taught It to play ball with his child­ 
ren and whistle like the morning howl of an 
engine on the L, C. and L., and the bird wai 
a special pet of all the railroad men at Third 
and Vine,until Ludlow moved to that new and 
truly Magnificent office at the Glbsou house. 
After the removal he was putting paint lo the 
office—no railroad office In this city ever did 
have co mach paint and varnish about It— 
and to sn va the bird from painter*’ colic, he 
left it at the Southern Shore line office below. 
One day w hile the bird was there, when all 
the gentlemen were on ’change (or there­ 
about*!, the bird was feloniously stolen, taken 
and carried away, leaving a melancholy, emp­ 
ty cage. 
When Ludlow was told of the lots 
he did not drop bl* balf-gathcred skirts and 
weep, like the girl in the picture, but set bitn- 
aclf diligently to work to find the bird. 
Ho 
traced it to a bird-house on Walnut at rte!, and 
went away and offered to pay coat*, eke., if 
the gentlemanly proprietor would return it 
The gentlemanly proprietor, with unnecessary 
Indignat iou, declared that no bird had caroa 
in there within two months. 
Thereupon Lud­ 
low went to Carter’s office and got a search 
warrant, and armed with that and cooatabl* 
Walter Lacy, he went back and interviewed 
tbs bhd* until be fonnd one in appearance 
and inauner Uke hi* own. 
Thl* he carried 
away and left ut the ’aqulre’a office, where, 
aays tho constative, the bird did all that Lud­ 
low said bi> bird would do; besides he .had 
ono long feather in his tall and a crooked 
right wrtst. 
But OU trial of the starch war­ 
rant, the bird mun, his son aud two employes 
all awore they had brought that bird from 
New Orleans, and raised him, and taught him 
trick*, ai they taught all their bird*. 
Not­ 
withstanding ail the railroad men swore to 
the bird, aud triad experiments, always suc­ 
cessful, in the very prudence of the court, Car­ 
ter, who is an amiable man, and dislikes to 
find any witness guilty of purjory w hen there 
is any refuge for him, found for the defendant 
aud dismissed the bird. 
Ludlow promptly 
got out a replevin and went to the store, but 
Urn dealer said be did not know what had be­ 
come of the boy who had taken the bird from 
the magistrate’s office, to tbs bird was not 
found. 
But the dealer was summoned to an­ 
swer in damages, and on the day of trial,Lud­ 
low being Bick and absent, the suit was dis­ 
missed. 
When he got well he brought anoth­ 
er replevin. 
In tbs meantime the bird man 
sued Lim for a thousand dollars, damages Tor 
the search warrant. On the second replevin 
Ludlow found a bird that answered to his In 
action, but it was very diflerent lo appear­ 
ance, and particularly in the fact that in light­ 
ing on a perch it favored the left fool Instead 
of the right. 
But Ila recognition of him was 
so decided that bs concluded to take it and 
the consequence*. 
Aud this was the case 
that Ludlow worn The bird man still swore 
to raising the former bird, aud that they bad 
sold it since the former trial to a man whese 
name they did not know; that the bird last 
taken had been purchased from them by a la­ 
dy whose name they did not know; and Gut 
the bird then In court was still another bird, 
which had propably been substituted by Mr. : 
Ludlow after the replevin, and for this they 
wanted damage*. There waa where they o'er- 
leaped themselves, and developed a clear case 
of collusion of evidence. 
At least the jury 
thought so, for they not only fouud that it 
waa Ludlow’s bird aud the same bird through­ 
out, but they gave him tis damages for lls 
detention. Perhaps one reason for the dama­ 
ges was that the poor bird's loft foot bud been 
crippled by twisting one toe-nail completely 
up, ao it was compelled to light on the other 
foot, and that its feathers had been broken and 
bent in places, aud sut out in others, so that 
its appearance was changed, and it was made 
timid until Ludlow’s chief witnesses were un­ 
able to Identify it all, except by certain pecu­ 
liar cotes that Lev. Stark knew of old. 
The 
case wa* very hotly contested the entire af­ 
ternoon, but the jury believed the bird la 
prference to the bird men—although mocking 
birds do lie outrageously sometimes—and 
promptly brought in a verdict for the plain­ 
tiff.

A CINCINNATI JURY AGAINST THE OATHS OF 
ITVB MEN. 
{From :he Cincinnati Enquirer.] 
Ludlow won that bird cree. It was not 
much of a case, so far as concerned the value 
in controversy, but it was a very pretty ques­ 
tion of evidence, and there has been a great 
deal of talk about it. Ludlow is the general 
western ageut of the Chesapeake and Oblo 
railroad. A year and a half ago he got him 
a mocking bird, especially to Imitate locomo­ 
tive whistles. He fostered and nourished that 
bird, and taught It to play ball with his child­ 
ren and whistle like the morning howl of an 
engine on the I., C. and L., and the bird was 
a special pet of ail the railroad men at Third 
and Vine.nntil Ludlow moved to that new and 
truly magnificent office at the Gibson house. 
After the removal ho was putting paint in the 
office—no railroad office In this city ever did 
have so much paint and varnish about It— 
and to save the bird from painters’ colic, he 
left it at the Southern Shore line office below. 
Oue day while the bird was there, when all 
the gentlemen were on ’change (or there­ 
abouts), the bird was feloniously stolen, taken 
and carried away, leaving a melancholy, emp­ 
ty cage. When Ludlow was told of the loss 
ho did not drop his half-gathered skirts and 
weep, like the girl in the picture, but set him­ 
self diligently to work to find the bird, ne 
traced it to a bird-liouse on Walnut street,and 
went away and offered to pay costs, etc., if 
the gentlemanly proprietor would roturu it. 
The gentlemanly proprietor, with unnecessary 
indignation, declared that no bird had came 
in there within two months. Thereupon Lud­ 
low went to Carter’s office and got a search 
warrant, and armed with that and constable 
Walter Lacy, he went back and interviewed 
the bi’ds until be found one in appearance 
and manner like his own. This he carried 
away and left at the 'squire’s office, where, 
says tho constatble, the bird did all that Lud­ 
low said bis bird would do; besides he .had 
ono long feather in his tail and a crooked 
right wrist. But ou trial of the search war­ 
rant, the bird man, his son and two employes 
•11 swore they had brought that bird from 
New Orleans, and raised him, and taught him 
tricks, as they I aught all their birds. Not­ 
withstanding all the railroad men swore to 
the bird, and tried experiments, always suc­ 
cessful, in the very presence of the coart, Car­ 
ter, who is an amiable man, and dislikes to 
find any witness guilty of purjury when there 
is any refuge for him, found for the defendant 
aud dismissed the bird. Ludlow promptly 
ot out a replevin and went to the store, but 
the dealer said he did not know what had be­ 
come of the boy who had taken the bird from 
the magistrate’s office, so the bird was not 
found. But the dealer was summoned to an­ 
swer in damages, and on the day of trial,Lud­ 
low being sick and absent, the suit was dis­ 
missed. When he got well he brought anoth­ 
er replevin. In the meantime the bird man 
sued him for a thousand dollars, damages for 
the search warrant. On the second replevin 
Ludlow found a bird that answered to his in 
action, but it was very difierent in appear­ 
ance, and particularly in the fact that in light­ 
ing on a perch it favored the left foot instead 
of the right. But it» recognition of him was 
so decided that he coucluded to take it and 
the consequences. And this was the case 
that Ludlow won. The bird man still swore 
to raising the former bird, and that they had 
sold it since the former trial to a man whose 
uame they did not know; that the bird last 
taken had been purchased from them by a la­ 
dy whose name they did not know; and that 
the bird then In court was still another bird, 
which had propabiy been substituted by Mr. 
Ludlow after the replevin, and for this they 
wanted damages. There was where they o'er- 
leaped themselves, and developed a clear case 
ot cc'lusion of evidence. At least tho jury 
thought so, for they not only fouud that, it 
was Ludlow’3 bird aud the samo bird through­ 
out, but they gave him $25 damages for its 
detention. Perhaps one reason for the dama­ 
ges was that the poor bird’s left foot had been j 
crippled by twisting one toe-nail completely 
up, so it was compelled to light on the other 
foot, and that its feather* had been broken and 
bent in places, aud out out in others, so that 
its appearance was changed, and It was made 
timid until Ludlow’s chief witnesses were un­ 
able to identify it all, except by certain pecu­ 
liar notes that Lev. Stark knew of old. The 
case was very hotly contested the entire af­ 
ternoon, but the Jury believed the bird in 
prference to the bird men—although mocking 
birds do lie outrageously sometimes—and 
promptly brought in a verdict for the plain­ 
tiff.

Money proceed* of the bonds held 
on de;>osil at the National Trust Co., $223,- 
OOO; bouffe left with the bank for negotiation, 
water works, $251,000; bonds lift with the 
bank for registration, Thirty-third street im- 
provcments, $50,000; less credit of $30,000. 
The water loans and street bonds have been, 
to the lieat of my Information, hypothecated 
by a bauk in Philadelphia as collateral securi­ 
ty for the payment of the obligators of tie 
bank. 
The $223,000 proceeds of the bonds 
sold should have been deposited In the city 
treasury, but It aeern* that it was placed in the 
National Trust Co. In the Secretary’s own 
name. 
There is now $514,LOO in bonds and 
money in this condition, but it is believed to 
be secured to the city, as the stockholders of 
this bank are individually liable.

A C h icago B arrel o f P ork . 
The Chicago provision trade, during the 
past summer season, caused the adoption of 
rules by Hie Board of Trade of that city, by 
which ope hundred aud ninety pounds of 
green meat, instead of one hundred and 
uinety-six pounds, were made the packing 
weight of a barrel of mesa pork. 
The reason 
offered by the trade for the change was, to do 
away with the inducement to repack for the 
overweight of the meat in excess of 200 
pounds. 
It is claimed that in the overhauling 
process the original pickle is usually thrown 
away, and a new brine substituted, which 
tends in a great measure to destroy the flavor 
of the meat, thereby injuring its quality and 
character. 
Also, that the benefits derived 
from the overhauling process do not go to 
either the packer or the consumer, but that 
both are injured by the tampering with the 
original package.

W a s h in g t o n , N o v. 24.—The report of the 
Comptroller of the Currency contains an ex­ 
haustive rehearsal of the sy stem of free bank­ 
ing up to the time of the establishment of the 
national banking system, and says: 
The amount of national bank notes now au­ 
thorized to be issued is $354,000,000 and the 
amount of legal tender notes $356,000,000, 
so that the proportion of legal tender money, 
in which national bank notes are now redeem­ 
able, is nearly identical, though slightly In 
excess. 
If the national banking law were 
amended so as to require redemption of na­ 
tional bank notes in legal tender notes at one- 
quarter of one per cest. discount, as in the 
New York state law, instead of at par, as 
provided in the national currency act, and 
the national banks of the whole country 
would agree to such a provision of law, 
a prompt redemption of the national bank 
notes would be insured; but the redemption of 
that vast amount of circulating note*, if re­ 
deemed but once a year, would result in great 
loss to the people of the United States. 
A 
system of redemption of this kind would also 
at once increase the rate of exchange from 
the rate of one-tenth of one per cent., uow 
existing at most periods of Hie year between 
the different cities of the Union, to from one- 
half |>er cent. to one per cent., thus restoring, 
to a considerable degree, the condition of the 
exchange at the time of tho inauguration of 
the national banking system and insuring a 
loss to the people annually of millions of 
dollars. 
Such a system would, however un­ 
doubtedly result in the return of tho notes 
of national banks at certain seasons of the 
year 
when they 
were 
not 
needed 
to 
the vaults of country banks, to lie paid out 
when the demand for currency increased.— 
Such a system would also give what is ex­ 
ceedingly desirable at the present time—elas­ 
ticity to the currency. 
Iii ordo'’ to insure the prompt redemption of 
national bank notes tho amount issued must 
be so much increased that the notes will be, 
•ay at J of I percent, discount, and this would 
probably not be accomplished until an addit­ 
ion was made to the present circulation of 
$461,000,000. 
The same result would follow 
from a reduction of the volume of legal tender 
note# simultaneously with an increase of the 
issue of bank notes; but Congress has fre­ 
quently refused to diminish 
the 
am ount 
of 
legal 
tender 
notes; 
so 
the 
Comptroller is of the opinion 
that 
any 
general system of free banking, accompanied 
with redemption, must be postponed until the 
resumption of specie pa) meats. 
The Comptroller, in order to avoid any mis­ 
apprehension of his views upon this subject, 
desires to state that he is not an advocate of 
any permanent ay stem of currency usually 
known as irredeemable currency. 
He be­ 
lieves, however, that the people of this coun­ 
try ought not and will not submit to the high 
rates of exchange prevailing previous to the 
war, and that an amendment to the national 
currency act which shall result ia restoring 
bigii rates of exchange will also result In 
the downfall of the system of banking, 
which it is believed will yet become the most 
satisfactory of any system ever established. 
Tile report conc.ndes as follows: 
“ll is to be ho;ied that previous to the re­ 
turn to specie payments some system will be 
adopted which will give abundant elasticity to 
the currency without incurring the expense 
and burden of general redemption and without 
loss resulting from the high rates of exchange 
which have always prevailed under such a 
system."

There is a teaching in the picture beyond the 
truth that onco iu a while juries will accklen 
tally agree; the instruction is that wickedness 
never really prospers. Fish is dead and Tweed 
is dead. The fact that the latter still breathes 
makes little diflerence; he is dead as an Egyp­ 
tian mummy iu the tomb3 of its fathers. Bar­ 
nard is defunct, Cardozo is unhorsed, and in 
6bort, the dynasty of two or three years ago, 
omnipotent during its reign, Is irretrievably 
broken and scattered.

Steel bars produco very pure, distinct and 
melodious sounds, and possess many advan 
tages over church bells of moderate size. In 
Germany they are in some measures sup­ 
planting bells in church steeples, and an Eng­ 
lish publication, the Choir, advocates their 
general use, on the ground that while in point 
of sonorousness they are equal to the com­ 
mon bell, in certain other respects they are 
to be preferred to It. Thus, their weight will 
be light in comparison with the ponderous 
engiues they are to replace. They will not 
burden the steeple so much, and consequently 
will ¡rive more scope for architectural design. 
Their winding and hanging up will not be so 
difflculr, dangerous, and expensive. They 
are not liable to crack, a3 is the case with 
bells, and are therefore adapted foruse in any 
climate. They can bo operated by a simple 
mechanical contrivance. 
The cost of these bars is so low that three 
or four of them, formiug a peal, whose weight 
would not exceed one hundred pounds, could 
be manufactured in England for fifty or sixty 
dollars, whereas three bells of the same 
power would cost five times as much. They 
can be made of any dimension, weight, or 
power of sound. Every note or harmony can 
be produced more easily, aud the tuning ‘ 
obtained more precisely, than in cast bells. 
Of course these bars are also adapted for use 
wherever bells arc now employed.—Galaxy 
for December. 


A Chicago Barrel of Pork. 
The Chicago provision trade, during the 
past summer season, caused the adoption of 
rules by the Board of Trade of that city, by 
which oDe hundred aud ninety pounds of 
green meat, instead of one hundred and 
ninety-six pounds, were made the packing 
weight of a barrel of mess pork. The reason 
offered by the trade for the chaoge was, to do 
away with the inducement to repack for tbe 
overweight of the meat in excess of 200 
pounds. It is claimed that in the overhauling 
process tbe original pickle is usually thrown 
away, and a new brine substituted, which 
tends in a great measure to destroy the flavor 
of the meat, thereby injuring its quality and 
character. Also, that the benefits derived 
from tbe overhauling process do not go to 
either tbe packer or tbe consumer, but that 
both are injured by the tampering with the 
original package.

A sub-committee developed the fact that there 
has been an informal issue of water bonds, 
the Secretary of the commission having effect­ 
ed certain negotiations with the National 
Trust Company of this city, which suspended 
a few days ago, without the knowledge of the 
commission. 
A letter from the City Attorney addressed 
to the chairman of the Finance Committee 
stales that the facts thus far ascertained areas 
follows: Money proceeds of the bonds held 
on deposit at the National Trust Co., $223,- 
000; bonds left with the bank for negotiation, 
water works, $254,000; bonds Itft with the 
bank for registration, Thirty-third street im­ 
provements, $50,000; less credit of $30,000. 
The water loans and street bond3 have been, 
to the best of my information, bypothecated 
by a bank in Philadelphia as collateral securi­ 
ty for the payment of the obligations of the 
bank. The $223,000 proceeds of the bonds 
sold should have been deposited iu the city 
treasury, but it seems that it was placed in the 
National Trust Co. in the Secretary’s own 
name. There is now $514,000 in bonds and 
money in this condition, but it is believed to 
be secured to the city, as the stockholders of 
this bank are individually liable. 
T H E INDIAN T E R R IT O R Y . 
A D astard ly O utrage and R obbery. 
Parsons, Kansas, Nov. 24.—Walt Grayson, 
a Creek Indian, farmer aud stock dealer liv­ 
ing near here, was robbed Friday night of 
over $3,000, mostly in gold and silver, by a 
party of three white men. O ie of the robbers 
had been at Grayson’s house for two or three 
day3 under pretence of buying horse3. His 
confederates arrived ou Friday evening well 
mounted and heavily armed, and Grayson 
was immediately seized and a demand made 
for the money. He refused to deliver it 
whereupon he was hung to a tree until nearly 
insensible. He still refused to give up bis 
money and tbe hanging was repeated six or 
seven times, and not until the robbers threat­ 
ened to hang his wife did he reveal the place 
of its concealment. Grayson lies in a preca­ 
rious condition. $1,500 reward is oflered for 
the arrest of the robbers. 
A DESPERATE STATE OF THINGS. 
Since the withdrawal of the United States 
Marshals from the Indian Territory the num­ 
ber or murdera are largely ou the increase. 
The agents of various tribes say that it is abso­ 
lutely necessary that Congress should inter­ 
fere and give the civilized Indians a govern­ 
ment that will protect life and property. The 
assassinations in the territory averaged twen­ 
ty per month during the past month, and tbere 
has not been one execution under Indian laws. 
The Creek council adjourned without doing 
anything excepting to pass a law forbidding 
any Indian to rent to or permit any white per­ 
son to occupy anv building on the territory of 
the Creek nation. 
They refused to allow 
white railroad employees and others to build 
a house for school and church purposes at 
Muskage. 
MORE TR O U B L E FOR SPA IN . 
A C ouple of G erm an Veu»cl« C aptured 
by tbe Spaniard*. 
San F rancisco, Nov. 24.—The steamer 
Great Republic brings tbe following intelli­ 
gence from China: 
The steamer Zeipka brought to Hong Kong 
news of the seizure or the German vessels 
Maria Louise aud Gazelle by a Spanish man- 
of-war ofl Sooloo. The vessels were brought 
to Manilla. The crew of the Gazelle were 
liberated. The Captain and super-cargo of 
the Maria Louise managed to escape and the 
Spaniards declare that they will be treated as 
spies if caught outside the respective consul­ 
ates. The supor-cargo claims the protection 
of the British consul and the Captain that of 
Germany. The latter states that the vessels 
were sixteeu miles ofl Sooloo when captured 
and that according to law a blockade extends 
only nine miles, and further that the Spanish 
authorities had not declared any blockade. 


Work as th« N avy «yard s. 
New York, Nov. 24.—Work at the Brooklyn 
navy-yard Is very brisk,men being paid double 
wages. The Colorado will be the first vessel 
off, and she will be ready by Saturday, or on 
Monday at the farthest.

A DENIAL FROM MINISTER SICKLES. 
London, Nov. 24.—The agent of the Asso- 
sociated Press here is authorized by Minister 
Sickles to say that there is no foundation for 
the report published in New York on the 21st 
to the effect that he (Sickles) had brokeu off 
social relations with the Foreign Minister 
and that be expressed the opinion that war is 
inevitable. The agent is authorized to state 
that there is no foundation whatever for the 
dispatch; that official ami personal relations 
between Minister Sickles aud tbe Spanish offi­ 
cials are unchanged and that Minister Sickles 
lias not expressed any opinion a3 to the result 
of the pending questiou. 
ARRIVAL OF BRITISH VESSELS AT SANTIAGO. 
H avana, Nov. 24.—The British gunboat 
Wood Lark arrived at Santiago de Cuba on 
the 18th and on the following day the ship-of- 
war Danac, with Commodore de Horsey, se­ 
nior officer at Jamaica, arrived from Port 
Royal. 
General Burriel embarked 011 the 
steamer Trinidad for Havana before Commo- 
deorc de Horsey came ashore. 
A JUST CAUSE OF COMPLAINT. 
London, Nov. 24.—The Spanish press com­ 
plain that the enemies of Spain telegraph false 
news to the United States. 
RESOLUTIONS BY THE REPUBLICAN CENTRAL COM­ 
MITTEE. 
New York, Nov. 24.—The Republican Cen­ 
tral Committee met last evening, Hugh Jor­ 
dan presiding. The Committee on Resolutions 
presented tbe following, which were unani­ 
mously adopted: 
Whereas, The seizure of the steamer Vir- 
ginius upon the high seas while sailing under 
the protection of the American flag and the 
inhuman barbarity inflicted upon her unre­ 
sisting crew has aroused a feeling of universal 
indignation among the people; aud 
Whereas, The Republican Central Com- 
mitttee, in common with other citizens, feel 
called upon to express its abhorrence of such 
atrocities; therefore, be it 
Resolved, That the recent acts of outrage 
upon a vessel carrying our national flag and 
the brutal and summary execution of the per­ 
sons seized on board the Virginius demands 
speedy redress and such indemnity for the 
future as will prevent the repetition of such 
acts. 
Resolccd, That we extend oar deepest sym­ 
pathy to all people struggling for freedom 
and redress from the pow er of tyranny and 
despotism. 
Resolved, That if the people of Spain are 
sincerely desirous of establishing a republican 
form of government their first act markin^ 
the consistency and justice of tbeir profei 
sions will be the release from subjection of 
any portion of iheir territory; to give liberty 
to the slaves, and to the people of Cuba a 
government of their own choice. 
Resolved, That we rely with entire confl 
deuce upon the wisdom and patriotism of the 
administration and war-inaking power of the 
country to take such action as may be neces 
sary to vindicate the honor of the nation con­ 
sistent with the obligations of government 
and the best interest sof the whole people. 
A resolution was also adopted that copies 
of these resolutions should be forwarded to 
President Grant aud the members of the Cab­ 
inet. 
NOTHING NEW FROM SPAIN. 
Washington, Nov. 24.—There is nothin 
really new to-day in regard to Spanish affairs 
except an intimation merely, through British 
sources, oí the probability of Marshal Serrano 
being declared military dictator. 
THE BOSS MURDERER WILLING TO OBEY. 
Madrid, Nov. 24.—President Castelar lia 
received a dispatch from Captain Geueral Jou 
vellar assuring the home government that the 
authority of the republic will obeyed be iu the 
island of Cuba. 
COMMENTS OF THE ENGLISH PRES3. 
London, Nov. 24.— The Daily Telegraph 
compares the Virginias with the Trent aflair. 
Aliliongh it fears that the rumored ultimatum 
of the American government would he fatal to 
peace, still it thinks President Castelar, 
view of the internal troubles of Spain, could 
honorably follow the example of President 
Lincoln and grant the demands of the United 
States.

TUo Case of T w eed ’» C ounsel.

R E P O R T OF T H E C O M PTR O LLER 
OF T H E C U R R EN C Y . 
Ill» SuiK catlona R eg a rd in g tb e N a­ 
tio n a l B a n k in g System . 
Washington, Nov. 24.—The report of the 
Comptroller of the Currency contains an ex­ 
haustive rehearsal of the system of free bank­ 
ing up to the time of the establishment of the 
national banking system, and says: 
The amount of national bank notes now au­ 
thorized to be issued is $354,000,000 and the 
amount of legal tender notes $356,000,000, 
so that the proportion of legal tender money, 
in which national bank notes are now redeem­ 
able, is nearly identical, though slightly in 
excess. If the national banking law were 
amended so as to require redemption of na­ 
tional bank notes in legal tender notes at one- 
quarter of one per ceat. discount, as in the 
New York state law, instead of at par, as 
provided iu the national currency act, and 
the national banks of the whole country 
would agree to such a provision of law, 
prompt redemption of the national bank 
notes would be insured; bat the redemption of 
that vast amount of circulating notes, if re­ 
deemed but once a year, would result in great 
I033 to the people of the United States. 
A 
system of redemption of this kind would also 
at once increase the rate of exchange from 
the rate of one-tenth of one per cent., now 
existing at most periods or the year betweeu 
the different cities of the Union, to from one- 
half per cent, to one per cent., thus restoring, 
to a considerable degree, the condition of tbe 
exchange at the time of the inauguration of 
the national banking system and insuring a 
loss to the people annually of millions of 
dollars. Such a system would, however un­ 
doubtedly result in the return of the notes 
of national banks at certain seasons of the 
year when they were not needed 
to 
the vaults of country banks, to be paid out 
when the demand for currency increased.— 
Such a system would also give what is ex 
ceedingly desirablo at the present time—elas 
ticitv to the currency. 
In order to insure the prompt redemption of 
national bank notes the amount issued must 
be so much increased that the notes will be, 
say at J of 1 per cent, discount, and this would 
probably not be accomplished until an addit­ 
ion was made to the present circulation of 
$461,000,000. The saíne result would follow 
from a reduction of the volume of legal tender 
notes simultaneously with an increase of the 
issue of bank notes; but Congress has fre­ 
quently refused to diminish tbe amount 
of 
legal 
tender 
notes; 
so 
the 
Comptroller is of the opiuion that any 
general system of free banking, accompanied 
with redemption, must bo postponed until the 
resumption of specie pa> ments. 
The Comptroller, in order to avoid any mis­ 
apprehension of his views upon this subject, 
desires to state that he is not an advocate of 
any permanent system of currency usually 
known as irredeemable currency. He be­ 
lieves, however, that the people of this coun 
try ought uot and will not submit to the high 
rates of exchange prevailing previous to the 
war, and that an amendment to the national 
currency act which shall result la restoring 
high rates of exchange will also result in 
the downfall of the system of banking, 
which it is believed will yet become the most 
satisfactory of any system ever established. 
The report concludes as follows: 
“It is to be hoped that previous to the re 
turn to specie payments some system will be 
adopted which will give abundant elasticity to 
the currency without incurring the expeuse 
and burden of general redemption and without 
loss resulting from the high rates of exchange 
which have always prevailed under such 
system.”

I attempted to reach upjier 
Kingston w ith a sleigh by the usual route, not 
dreaming of any obstruction in the roads so 
many days after the storm, but upon reaching 
St. Mary ’■ cemetery we suddenly found our­ 
selves floundering iii the snow, which was piled 
fence-high, with no sign of any road. 
Leav­ 
ing the establishment buried in the drift I 
fought my way through dark und snow a* best 
I could to the nearest house, where I found 
Mr. Tietjen, who, with Iii* boy, light aud 
shovel, promptly came to our relief, when after 
a roost pitiless wade we finally reached King­ 
ston at a late hour, where wa were coni pel led 
to remain for tho night. 
Now I would like to inquire whether the 
inexperienced Fathers of tills Infantile city of 
Kingston propose to make any attem pt to 
keep its streets open during tho winter which 
is somewhat likely to ensue!

The dining room is below and is fitted 
up in as fine style and taste as the rooms 
above. 
She was tilted up by Mr. Schuyler 
and was made just as convenient as possible. 
Her lower bits on the maiu deck are fine spec­ 
imens of mechanical art. 
They were made by 
a young man, John Lawler, of Albany, scarce­ 
ly twenty years of age.

For four days and nights after the storm of 
last Monday night Flatbush avenue was al­ 
lowed to remain blocked with snow six feet 
deep, impassable for man or beast, and left 
without any danger signal to a person after 
nightfall. 
With wife and child, on Friday 
evening last, I attempted to reach upper 
Kingston with a sleigh by the usual route, not 
dreaming of any obstruction in the roads so 
many days after the storm, but upon reaching 
St. Mary’s cemetery we suddeuly found our­ 
selves floundering in the snow, which was piled 
fence-high, with no sign of any road. 
Leav­ 
ing the establishment buried in the drift I 
fought my way through dark and snow as best 
I could to the nearest house, where I found 
Mr. Tietjen, who, with his boy, light aud 
shovel, promptly came to our relief, when after 
a most pitiless wade we finally reached King­ 
ston at a late hour, where we were compelled 
to remain for tho night. 
Now I would like to inquire whether the 
inexperienced Fathers of this infantile city of 
Kingston propose to make any attem pt to 
keep itb streets open during tho winter which 
is somewhat likely to ensue ? 
As the matter 
is of some little importance to the general 
public, I would suggest that this august body 
discuss the question briefly at its next meet­ 
ing. 
I don’t know just whose particular busi­ 
ness it was to clear this avenue, nor can I find 
anyone who does: but it being a very trouble­ 
some thoroughfare in winter, when tho snow 
falleth where tho wind willeth not to let it re­ 
main, I think it would bo advisable to include 
it In some person’s especial beat who could 
manage to get around either with a few shov­ 
els, or the necessary stamps to place them on 
duty, at least forty-eight hours after every 
snow-storm if uecessary. 
Mr. Tietjen told me 
he bad offered to clear tho road for $3, but 
the authorities, whoever they were, seemed to 
havo advertised for sealed proposals for the 
work, as they thought this too much to psy. 
My individual experience was only one 
among a score of others perhaps, as Mr. 
Tietjen iuformed me several had broken their 
sleighs in this drift, and they wsuld undoubt­ 
edly join mo in grateful thanks for his timely 
assistance. 
To say I should have left this 
road soon after passing the Alms-House, and 
thus avoided the blockado by taking a new 
street scarcely passable as yet, might have 
been well enough in daylight if the case had 
been understood. 
Gentlemen, it was your 
business as officers of a civilized common­ 
wealth to have had this frequented street 
opened a few hours after the storm ; and if I 
had met with serious accident on the occa­ 
sion alluded to I should most assuredly have 
recovered damages from the city. 
It is prob­ 
able that if the Tribune correspondent who so 
recently furnished for its columns such a glow­ 
ing account of your enterprise and thrift In 
various ways, had got. into that snowbank 
within a few chains of your City Hall he would 
have devoted a paragraph or two to that 
branch of your industry. 
A noted up-town 
physician tells me he too “ kerwolloped ” into 
that bank of the fleecy frostlcles, could not 
reach his patients, and had to waste a good 
deal of pious perspiration to get out. 
Now if 
my friend the Mayor or auy member of the 
Common Council wish further particulars of 
this aflair they can call on mo at my residence 
in Flatbush, when I will cheerfully impart 
what I know about that snow-drift.
